ABSTRACT 

A collapsible cooking container formed from a generally, rectangularly shaped 
paperboard blank folded along crease lines so as to have a bottom portion, a first side 
portion, a top portion, and a second side portion wherein the top portion and the first 
5 side portion are adapted to be attached to form a cube having opposed, open sides. 
The opposed, open sides are substantially covered when the collapsible cooking 
container is in an expanded condition by segments provided to the bottom portion, first 
and second side portions, and top portion that cooperate to form first and second 
collapsible sides. 
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
